panies. 
I doubt that m any of the

Four species otf birds are 
hunted on these farms—quail,

pheasant, 
chukar 
partridg and Mallard ducks. A 
few of Texas’ shooting 
pre­ 
serves offer all four birds, but 
most specialize in just quail, 
pheasant and chukar. 
It s strictly free hunting with 
the resort charging a set price 
for each bird bagged. The bag 
limit is that imposed by tht 
hunter’s wallet. 
All birds shot on these farms 
are pen raised, That might 
give the hunter the feeling that 
the birds are tame. One hunt 
on a 
game farm will prove 
otherwise—particularly in the 
case of pheasants which seem 
to revert to the wild matter of 
hours. 
In a typical game preserve 
hunt, attendants release a num­ 
ber of birds in the field several 
hours before the hunters arrive-

Resorts

When to wear gloves? Today 
there are many informal oc­ 
casions 
when 
they are 
not 
needed. But do plan lo wear 
them on the streets of a large 
town or city; going to and from 
church, at ceremonies such as 
weddings and funerals; attend­ 
ing formal lunchions, dinners 
and 
receptions. Once ir$side, 
you may remove them when­ 
ever you wish, except at formal 
dinners and receptions. Here 
they are usually kept on until 
you wish to eat. 
And 
what 
about 
fabric? 
Gloves are made of both leather 
and fabric for all occasions. 
Thin white glace kid or suede 
leather 
is 
considered 
most 
formal, particularly for above 
the elbow gloves for evening 
wear. The much less expensive 
fabric gloves in these lengths 
are also correct, except for 
ultra 
formal 
occasions. 
For 
ordinary daytime wear, kid, 
doeskin, chamois, string, suede, 
antelope or fabric gloves are 
suitable; for sports wear, pig­ 
skin, deei-skin, woolen or string 
with leather palms are recom­ 
mended.

training 
programs 
in 9.000 American high schools 
includes an even broader con­ 
cept of the agricultural indust­ 
ry than production alone. This 
concept envelopes three main 
segments; (I) suppliers of pro 
duction on resources to farm­ 
ers, 
(2) processors and dis­ 
tributors of 
farm 
products, 
and 0) the actual farm pro­ 
ducer. 
This 
combination 
of 
functions is a new term in our 
vocabularies 
— 
agribusiness. 
It is America's largest indust­ 
ry’, employing not IO but 37 
per cent of the U. S. working 
population.
